Dr. Marble'* story deals with a case 
under his own observation, which be 

occurred in MasSflChl 
within a few years. In the details of 

• i there [i described the murder 
of a mind, unlike in many respects 
that of Elauser, bat none the less 

atrocious. The victim appeared for a 
short time, was studied, like Caspar 

Hansel', to no end, and l.lie per 
trators eluded all attempts at 
ry. 
The victim, too, disappeared and 
left no clew as to who were his per- 
secutors ; the object, of their scheme, 
however, waB apparent, Beyond a 

donbt there was but one motive, thai, 

of preying upon the beuerolent, mak- 
ing deaf mutes tho victims and instru- 
ments Of fraud. 

It seem that late in the fall of 

Dr. Marble received a slip from a 

I'ittsficld paper, describing one Q 

Morrison, who had gone about the 
town, bearing a letter with his (Dr. 
Marble's) name attached, commend 
ing him to the charitable. Ho was 
deaf and dumb, and claimed that he 
wasjruising funds with which to edn 
cato himself. Dr. Marble had no 
recollection of writing such a li 
but, at tho time paid no attention to 
the matter.
